Anyone can appreciate the deep concern 
felt b y the Japanese ov er the prob lem of 
radioactiv e fall-out from nuclear experi­ 
ments conducted b y the United States and 
the Sov iet Union. 
When Russia tests a nuclear dev ice, our 
information is that it generally happens in 
the Sib erian wastes where winds can easily 
carry some of the fission b y-products ov er 
the v ulnerab le Japanese islands. 
When we test atomic or hydrogen mech­ 
anisms in the Pacific, the tricky winds also 
can on occasion take radioactiv e sub stances 
westward toward Japan. There would seem 
to b e somewhat less danger from American 
tests in the Nev ada desert. 
Nev ertheless the Japanese formally re­ 
quested this g ov ernment not to conduct its 
scheduled 1957 tests in Nev ada, and we hav e 
now sympathetically, b ut firmly, turned 
down that request. 
Our principal reason had to b e, as al­ 
ways, of course, the fact that the Sov iet 
Union is not canceling its own experiments. 
So long as this is the case we dare not cease 
testing. For in this complex field, constant 


experiment is v ital to the maintenance of 
our nuclear lead ov er the Russians—a lead 
w’hich most free men acknowledge is the 
chief deterrent to war. 
In addition, we can assure the Japanese 
in all honesty that this year’s tests will fea­ 
ture exclusiv ely “low-yield fission dev ices” 
which will not add significantly to radiation 
lev els throughout the world. 
As a matter of fact, our concentration 
in the last two years has b een upon dev ices 
which would accomplish the destructiv e pur­ 
poses of war while minimizing the danger­ 
ous fall-out accompaniment. Much progress 
already has b een made in that direction and 
much more can perhaps b e expected in 1957. 
Ab ov e and b eyond this consideration, we 
hav e told the Japanese that all tests will b e 
undertaken only after “extreme safety meas­ 
ures” and in the most fav orab le weather 
conditions. 
Until the Kremlin comes up with a sin­ 
cere and genuinely practical nuclear dis­ 
armament proposal which will safeguard all 
free men, there is hardly anything else we 
can tell the Japanese or ancone at all on this 
The Do cto r Sa ys:

The world we liv e in is petting noisier and nois­ 
ier. There are reasons for b eliev ing that excessiv e 
noise m ay dam age the hearing apparatus and cer­ 
tainly does the general nerv ous system no good. 
In this machine age, the num b er of industries in 
which workers are exposed to excessiv e noise is 
greater than ev er b efore. Fortunately the noise and 
the danger to hearing can b e reduced in most cases 
b y such methods as lub ricating machines, sound­ 
proofing rooms, use of insulation and special de­ 
v ices to protect hearing. 
Those who do not work in industries of this kind, 
b ut are sub jected to a great deal of noise (usually 
worse in sum m er when windows are open! do not 
suffer much danger to hearing, b ut nerv es are kept 
on the ragged edge. 
This is shown principally b y interference with 
sleep, excessiv e fatigue and. sometimes, emotional 
disturb ances. 
The person who sits in his car honking the horn 
without reason lacks consideration for others and 


ought to b e sub ject to arrest. This is only one of 
m any causes of noise in our cities which numb s 
the senses and grates on the nerv es. 
Much of it could b e easily av oided. Law s against 
useless automob ile horn tooting would help some­ 
what. Other sources of noise m ay b e more difficult 
to eliminate. 
Some cities already hav e adopted laws allowing 
arrest for producing useless noise. It is well known 
that noise can actually produce deafness, though 
this is usually of a tem porary nature. People who 
work in noisy occupations hav e this difficulty. 
The continued use of noisy street cars is an af­ 
front to human b eings which should not b e tolerated. 
Cities which hav e switched to the quieter “ PCC 
c a r ’’ or to b uses hav e enormously decreased the 
noise in their streets. Many cities hav e already 
carried out noise control programs. 
The w ar against noise is a constant b attle, b ut 
surely we can do more ab out it than we hav e dona 
so far.

SHAHA ZULU. By E. A. Ritter. 
Putnam . 
A pub lic growing more Africa- 
conscious b y the moment should 
find fascination in this soldierly 
account of the b lack conquerer, 
Shasta. 
Reigning a century and a half 
ago in southeast Africa, he b ecame 
chief of Zululand and expanded it 
from IOO to 200,000 square miles 
in the 12 short years b efore he fell 
under the spears of assassins who 
w eie his b rothers, 
Shasta w as a tremendous m an 
physically and extraordinary m en­ 
tally. He inv ented and d em onstrat­ 
ed successfully in b attle the stab ­ 
b ing 
spear, and had his troops 
adopt it. He imposed on them iron 
discipline 
that 
a 
Roman 
legion 
would env y. He out-w'itted and out­ 
fought riv al after riv al. He curb ed 
the b loody practice of witchcraft

anarchism .
